If this is an in- 
grain or three-ply fabric successful war may 
ba if aged on him by wringing n cloth out 
of hot water, laying it over tho bindings 
and edges, and ironing with as tot an iron 
u can be used without scorching. This 
will destroy both tlie moths and their eggs, 
«nd aiter a few anch visitations they disap- 
pear. But this steaming and ironing process 
if not effectual with Wiltons, iloqnettes, or 
any ha«v; carpetings.

Then, beside 
this, the floor should be wiped as far under 
at the arm will reach with a cloth wnmg 
out of strong and hot Cayenne tea ; and be- 
fore renailing, the binding and edge of tha 
csrptl should also lie wiped with it, rubbing 
them hard.
